Three counties—St. Louis, Ralls and Marion—are especially inter- 
ested; Clayton, New London, Hannibal and Palmyra are intimately 
concerned, and two cities—St. Louis and Denver—are watching devel- 
‘opments in the case of Dr. Watson, who was born and reared in this

FAMILIES IN OPPOSING ARRAY. 


On the one hand are arrayed the Watsons, the Glasscocks and the 


Gentrys of Ralls County, and on the other are the tavo Suter 


families 


and the Gillespies of Marion County. 

Samuel Watson, father of Dr. Watson, for 50 years a resident 
of this county, is worth $10,000 or $12,000. 

John J. Suter, father of the late Mrs. Watson, who swore to the 
warrant charging Dr. Watson with murder. a citizen of Marion County 
for 67 years, is rated from $50,000 to $60,000. 

The other families related to them by birth and marriage are all 
well-to-do, being merchants, lawyers, bankers and farmers in their 


respective communities. 


Arrayed Against Dr. Watson are Circuit Judge John W. McElhin- 
mney and Attorney R. H. Stevens, both of Clayton, St. Louis County, 
each of whom married a sister of Mrs. Watson. 


They participated in the Suter family 
councils following the death of Mrs, Wat- 
gon, and employed the detectives who set 
aboyt seeking information to be used 
against Watson in the prosecution. 

Dr. Watson visited both at Clayton a 
week after the death of his wife, and each 
of them questioned him closely concerning 
the event and urged him to go to Palmyra 
to see their father-in-law and set the 
doubt in his mind at rest. 

Dr. Wetson continued to remain at Clay- 
ton and in Bt. Louis, visiting the World's 
Fair several times, and it was not until 
July 19, exactly two weeks after his wife s 
death that he visited Mr. Suter at Palmyra. 

Although having recovered several hours 
before from what he says was the uncon- 
ecious state in which he had been for 32 
hours after the accident which was first 

to have caused his wife's death, 
son did not attend his wife's 
nd declined to view the body.

TOLD OF ANOTHER WOMAN. 


Again he was successfuli—more than or- 
dinarily so, it is said—but a year ago this 
month he moved to Denver. Good for- 
tune still followed him, and so fur ag 
known by his friends his married life was 
happy until May 2, this year, when 
wife returned to Palmyra visit 
parents in their handsome at 
Main street. 

There she told her sister, Mrs. Ella Nor- 
ris, in particular of marital troubles ex- 
tending over a period of three years. and 
gave her the name of the woman she held 
responsible for them. 

It was Dr. Watson's hurried visit to St. 
Louis for the supposed purpose of seeing 
this woman a few days after his wife's 
death that tended to confirm certain sus- 
picions which her relatives already held 
concerning the manner of her death, that 
brought about the family council, the core- 
ner's inquest, the autopsy and, finally, the 
warrant charging murder tn the first de 
gree. 

The allegation is that Dr. Watson caused 
his wife's death by administering morphine 
to her, either through the mouth or by | 
means of hypodermic injections, or by both 
means. 

That there was morphine in Mrs. Wat- 
son's stomach at the time of her death 
has been established by chemical analysis. 
Whether there was sufficient morphine to 
produce death cannot be determined wnti! 
the analysis shall have been completed and 
@ final report to the coroner made.

MRS. WATSON’S BODY FOUND. 


Not a word was spoken by Dr. Watson 
as his brother, the physicians and other 
men he knew worked over him. He 
breathed hard at times. and again hi« 
breath would stop for a short time. No 
hleod was viatble. 

He laid there motionless until a spring 
wagon could be driven out from town. He 
was placed in this and driven to the home 
of his father.

WHERE BODY WAS FOUND 


was six feet deep, being supported oy 
dead tree limbs that had been thrown into 
the water. 

The clothing was not disarranged, and 
even the hat she had worn was still in 
position on her head. 

No marks or bruises were visible, with 
the exception of a small black mark 
across the nose. 

No bones were broken, and nowhere was 
there any sign of violence about the body. 

The body was lying against a log. The 
current is all on the other side of the 
river, and the water, where the body was 
found, was practically a dead calm. 

The supposition under the circumstances 
was that the horse had run away (which 
was the explanation given by Dr. Watson 
later on) and had thrown both occupants 
of the buggy out—Dr. Watson alighting on 
the bridge and Mrs. Watson falling into 
the river. 

The drop from the floor of this bridge to 
the water below is 32 feet clear. 

The place where Dr. Watson was found, 
and where he later said he was thrown 
from the buggy, is near the middie of the 
bridge. 

The place where the body of his wife was 
found is near one end of the bridge, and 
the water is so still that it seemed hardly 
possible for it to have floated there after 
having struck the edge of the swift cur- 
rent midstream 

The autopsy. superintended by Dr. Waldo 
Briggs of St. Louis, and witnessed by sev- 
eral other physicians, revealed the fact 
that the lung cells were full of air, and 
that the woman did not die from drown- 
ing. 

The autopsy showed Mrs. Watson to be 
in a perfectly healthy physical condition. 
Not an organ was found to be affected in 
any way. 

It also established the fact that no 
outward violence had been used, : since 
there were no wounds or bruises on the 
body, and no broken bones. 

How was it possible for Mrs. Watson to 
fall 32 feet after having been hurled 
through a railing and strike a lot of scrag- 
ry deud limbs below without showing a 
single sign of the contact? 

How was it possible, if she were not 
killed by violence, for Mrs. Watson to 
keep from drowning when she was lying 
face down In the water?

SAW LITTLE EMOTION. 


‘He stayed at my house until the nex! 
day, but had little more to say about thi 
matter. He snuffied‘a little once or twice, 
but on the whole showed no deep emotion, 
such as might be expected from a mah 
whose faithful and affectionate wife had 
met death under such tragic circum 
stances. Judge McBihinney tells me that 
his conduct was the same at his house. 

‘Now, remember, at this time I knew 
but little about the big amounts of insur- 
ance, both life and accident, which he was 
carrying on her life, although he re- 
marked to me when he first came to my 
house from Denver that he and my daugh- 
ter had been taking out more insurance. 

“But I did not know—which is a fact- 
that he had taken out three accident poll- 
cies on her life during the month of May) 
—one May 4, one May 21 and another Ma) 
2i—the latter two after she left Denver to 
come to visit me. 

“These policies aggregated about $10,009. 
Altogether, she carried $16,000 of accident 
insurance, some of which would have ex- 
pired in July, being only for a period of 
three months. 

“True, $10.000 of this amount was made 
payable to her administrator, but each of 
them had made a will—ine in favor of her 
and ghe in favor of him—so that he knew 
that in case of her death the amount of 
the policies would be paid to him eventual- 
ly. 

“When I discovered those facts I was 
more determined than ever to pursue my 
investigation into the manner of her death. 
Hence, it was that I insisted on a cor- 
oner’s inquest and a post-mortem exami- 
nation of my daughter's body; and hence 
it was that, although the coroner's jury 
deciared that she came to her death in 
some manner unknown to them, I con- 
sidered the fact that morphine was found 
in the stomach, together with other un- 
explained facts, ample grounds on. which 
to take action, and so I swore to the in- 
formation which brought about the arrest 
and imprisoument of my son-in-law. 


TRIAL FOR THIS FALL. 


“I would be glad, for iny own sake, if 
for nothing else, to see him clear himself 
of this terrible charge. If he can suc. 
ceed in convincing me and my family 
that he is noi responsible for my deugh 
ter’'s death he will make us the happiest 
people on earth.” 

The expenses of the investigation so far. 
including the cost of the coroner's jury, 
expert testimony, a chemical analysis, pri- 
vate detectives, bringing witnesses from 
St. Louls and other matters, has been 
gomething like $3000, and it is understood 
that Mr. Suter will pay every cent of it. 

All of the foregoing facts, circumstance 
and theories, together with many others 
not recorded save in the public mind o:

Remarkable Cures Effected 
Requiring the

PHILADHELPHIA, Aug. 2-—Records of 
recent surgical operations in Philadelphia 
hospitals show many instances of the tri- 
umph of science over nature. In some of 
the cages the operating surgeons them- 
selves had little hope of success, but they 
triumphed and the patients have been dis- 
charged. 

Notable cases were those of Oscar Leo- 
nard, who, born without a nose or upper 
lip, was provided with both at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Thomas Emer- 
son, whose left ventricle, slit with a knife, 
was closed by stitching in the Jefferson 
Hospital, and Clara Nichols, whose spinal 
cord had been severed by a bullet, and 
who is now able to stand without assist- 
ance, although the physicians at the hos- 
pital, when she was admitted, did not 
think there was more than one chance in 
a hundred of her surviving. 

Leonard’s case was one of popular, as 
well as professional interest, and is well 
remembered. He was discharged with the 
nagal function in perfect operation, but 
minus the third finger of his left hand, 
removed that the surgeons might have 
material from which to construct the nose 
with which nature had neglected to pro- 
vide him. Skin grafting joined the new 
member to the face, while silver tubing 
elongated the natural ducts in order to 
make perfect respiration possible, 


Took Stitches in 
Throbbing Heart. 


Emerson, an 18-year-old negro, was taken 

to the Jefferson, suffering from what was 
get down on the entry book as a stab- 
wound, on February 2. Examination 
showed that a knife blade had penetrated 
the upper and outer verticle in the left 
side of the heart, near the apex. Reduced 
to common terms, the vent or outlet for 
the blood pumped by the heart had been 
cul in such fashion as to destroy the inter- 
dependence of the four divisions of the 
organ, To get at the heart the rib pro- 
tecting it had to be sawed, after which 
the edges of the cut were brought together 
by sutures, or atitches, with catgut, 
threaded through a needle. ) 
* The muscular substance of the heart ren- 
dered the mere process of stitching, in it- 
self, comparatively easy; but the organ 
meantime was exposed. Moreover, the 
surgeon had to contend with an increased 
pulsation of the heart, due to the wound— 
the running of stitches through the body’s 
life organ was performed while the fe- 
vered, outraged ventricle was contracting 
and expanding something like a hundred 
times in the minute. In less than two 
months Emerson walked out into Sansom 
street with his heart beating regularly, 
his severed ribs in process of reconnecting, 
and in all respects a well man. His vi- 
tality and nerve had aided the surgeon's 
skill in an operation that successfully de- 
fied precedent.

The case of Clara Nichols was, for a 
time, of popular interest, because of the 
circumstances that led to it—her refusal 
to accept tthe attentions of a man em- 
pioyed in a lunch room where she was a 
waltrese, his attempt to kill her one even- 
ing as she left the place for home, and 
his suicide following the firing of the 
bullet that crippled her for life, Her case 
seemed hopeless, but, as soon as her con- 
dition, following the original shock, be- 
came sufficiently vital to permit of the 
operation, the severed ends of the spinal

There was no promise that such an op- 
eration would prove efficacious, even in 
prolonging the girl’s life; nor wag there, 
on the part of the operating surgeon, even 
remote hope that the nerve functions of 
the lower part of the body would be re- 
stored by the reconnecting of the two 
parts of the cord. Had the operation been 
followed by euch a consummation, the 
surgeons say, the explanation would have 
been that accident, not skill, accomplished 
the seemingly impossible. The girl, taken 
to her home ten months ago, remains 
without the power of locomotion, although 
able to stand, unaided, for a few mirutes 
at a time. She is without power below 
the place of severance, and goes about in 
a wheel chair. 

Her case is one that has caused the Penn- 
sylvania authorities a great deal of embar- 
rassment and trouble, because of - wide- 
spread reports that she was completely 
cured before her discharge. They are in 
receipt of applications for treatment from 
scores of helpless cripples, the world over, 
who have read that the unfortunate wait- 
ress was completely restored. A member 
of the staff said yesterday to a Post-Dis- 
patch representative: 

‘To give publicity to successful operations 
of an uncommon or dangerous character 
ought to be, I think, to encourage a health- 
ful optimism regarding the progress of 
medicine ‘and surgery; but no good—ra- 
ther, a great deal of positive harm—is ac- 
complished by the announcement of cures 
that have never been made. Miss Nich- 
ols’ case is one of a dozen wherein an oper- 
ation undertaken to keep the patient alive 
has been reported as completely curative, 
even when physical laws made complete 
‘cure impossible. For one ‘hing,

“Broken Backs” 
Are Now Cured, 


In the Polyclinic Hospital are two men, 
William O'Donnell and Edward Farrell, 


helpless with so-called “broken backs.’’ 
O'Donnell had been there since May, and 
is, the surgeons say, gradually yielding to 
treatment. Farrell, taken there a week 
ago today, has not yet shown sufficient 
vitality to permit of an operation similar 
to the one successfully performed upon 
O’ Donnell. 

The latter, thrown from a wagon, sus- 
tained a fracture of the backbone, a splin- 
ter of which pressed on the spinal oom j 
depriving him of the use of his body be- 
low the point of pressure, midway in the 
back. A silver thread has been used to 
reconnect the broken bone, which no long- 
er presses on the spinal cord; but the lat- 
ter has been so badly lacera that the 
utmost care must be observed for a lo 
time to come if it is to heal and permit o 
communication between the brain and the 
lower part of the body. O'Donnell g0e8 
about in a wheel chair, has complete use 
of his arms and neck and now eats and di- 
gests without artificial aid, hen he re- 
tires it is to a so-called ‘‘water-bed’’—a 
rubber box or receptacle of the dimen- 
sions of a one-person mattress, This is 
filled with water, and responds easily to 
every movement of the body, much in the 
manner of the air cushions used for the 
relief and comfort of the bedridden. 

Whether Farrell will recover enough vi- 
tality t> permit of an operation similar 
to O’Donnell’s the surgeons do not know. 
The cases are almost similar as to the 
nature of the injury, but Farrell, who was 
hurt in a fall, was injured at the base of 
the neck, so that in his case the paralysis 
is of greater extent and the sufferer’s help- 
lessness _ correspondingly Greater than 
O'Donnell’s. He must be fed with tubes, 
and unremitting vigilance is necessary to 
keep him alive. He, too, sleeps in a water 
bed. If the surgeons at length decide that 
an operation ought not to be undertaken, 
Farrell's hold on life will be in ratio with 
his general physical condition. If this be 
good, he may survive a year or fifteen 
months, when dissolution will come with 
@ general atrophy.

Irrigation Association. 


EL PASO, Tex., Aug. 20.—A movement 
has been inaugurated by the Southwestern 
Irrigation Association to secure the pres- 
ence of President Diaz and other high of- 
ficlals of the Mexican government to attend 
the coming irrigation congress to be held 
here, Personal presentation of the invi- 
tation, through official channels will be 
made. It is stated by persons in authority 
that it is highly probable that the president 
of the southern republic will accept, as he 
has recently expressed an earnest wish to 
visit E] Paso, and is contemplating a visit 
to the United States this fail. President 
Diaz will be invited to deliver an address, 
and as he is deeply interested in irrigation, 
it {is hoped that he will do so. 

An invitation is to be extended to every 
governor in Mexico, and the committee has 
already the assurance that at least three 
or four of them will personally accept the 
invitation, 

It is also understood that mineral and 
agriculture exhibits from different parts of 
Mexico will be collected and forwarded. 
The association has decided to invite 
United States Senator Bailey to deliver tfie 
opening address and to welcome tne visit- 
ors to El Paso. \jArrangements are being 
made for a ball to be given in the conven- 
tion hall the last night of the session.

A farmer living near Arnold recently dis- 
covered an immense deposit of tripolil.. He 
sold a working interest to a Denver firm. 
The deposit proved to be exceptionally xp 
uable for polishing and scouring purposes 
and also for soap making. The promoters 
of this enterprise sought to get a road, 
but they stopped abruptly, when the rail- 
way men made them an advantageous 
rate to the Denver markets by way of 
Callaway. 

The Gandy-Broken Bow electric line was 
the next project. An engineer from Den- 
ver returned a favorable verbal report, 
made a survey at a wage of $10 a day 
and returned to Denver. He promised to 
submit a written report. Three weeks 
elapsed and the promoters of the electric 
line discovered that he couldn’t be found 
in Denver.

When the Russians found their first line

let them run staggeringly over the rough, 
open, plowed filed under a Japanese fire 
from the hill parties which kicked up the 
dust at their feet as they ran.

There were a few minutes when things 
promised to be hot, but the probability was 
promptly nipped in the bud by a plugging 
fire from the Japanese who had, aimouost 
at that identical time, gained the crest 
of a higher near-by eminence. 

A handful of Russian soldiers climbed a 
hill to our left and let drive ‘a few vol- 
leys straight into headquarters where Gen. 
Watanabe and his staff sat beside a small 
Chinese stone altar with the correspond- 
ents. Ail, with some celerity, removed 
themselves from the top of the stone fence 
to 2. comfortable position behind it.

Several things in this first skirmish 
with the Russains impressed the writer 
deeply.

However, in spite of the crude, shiftless, 
tectless method employed, thev succeeded 
in delaying the advance of the Japanese 
for a day.

VIENNA, August 2.—It will satisfy 

Americans to know that Prof. Lorenz's 

operation on little Lolita Armour of Chi- 

cago for cogenital dislocation of the hip 
will finally prove an entire success. 

The child, in whom all her compatriots 
are interested, is in Lorenz's private Hos- 
pital. She has been here two months, and 
will remain until November. Then she will 
ibe able to “walk nice and straight,"’ is Dr. 
Lorenz's prophecy. 

The, correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
visited the private hospital. Lorenz was 
very frank. 

“My operation on Lolita Armour has been 
entirely successful,’’ said he. “There is no 
doubt of that. although many newpapers 
have imputed that it failed. The opera- 
tion has been successful, but one chief 
factor, absolutely necessary for attaining 
ultimate success, the after treatment of 
the patient, has, through no fault of mine, 
been neglected in many pornts. 

“The child got the measles. She suf- 
fered also, as I've heard, fiom an abscess. 
She was sent South, so that my assistant, 
left in New York to carry out my after 
treatment, came in no contact whatever 
with her. Luckily, Lolita’s parents sent 
the girl to me two months ago.

“She is a bright, sweet-natured child of 

8 years, and seems very much pleased with 

her stay here. She enjoys being with the 

other children, and is on good terms with 
them all, even the poorest of my clinical 
patients. 

“Lolita is being treated now with 
working movement of the limbs. This con- 
sists of certain stretching, curving exer- 
clses, which, because of her apparently 
advanced age, must be continued for some 
years before my little friend can walk 
nice and straight. But if you wish you 
can see how weil she hops and skips now 
already.”’

Japanese Officers From the Scene of 
Fighting Express Confidence That 
the Soldiers of the Mikado Will 
Have the Stronghold in Short Time.

CHEFOO, Aug. 21 (Sunday).—A reiiable 
authority declares that yesterday's (Sat- 
urday) attack on Port Arthur Was unsuc- 
cessful, but continued last night and to- 
day and will go on for one more day if 
the Japanese are still repulsed. , 

If that fails, it is ‘believed the Japanese 
will alter their plans and begin a long 
siege for the purpose of starving the de- 
fenders into submission. 

Chinese who left Liaotishan promontory 
at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon have ar- 
rived here and say the Japanese have built 
two forts at Shuskiyen. They confirm pre- 
vieus reports that the Russian warships 
now at Port Arthur are in comparatively 
good condition. 

Arrivals by junks say that when the 
Japanese, sent in the flag of truce Friday 
they conveyed a message to both tke gen- 
eral commanding the fortress and the ad- 
miral commanding the squadron. 


UNLUCKY BATTLESHIP. 

According to these informants, the Ret- 
vizan was the most unlucky ship in the 
harbor before the sortie of Aug. 10. Out 
of 158 shells entering the town, five struck 
the Retvigan, wounding her captain and 
three other officers. She was also the 
only ship hit when the Japanese fired over 
IAaoti Mountain, the extreme southern part 
of Kwang-Tung peninsula, during the ear- 
lier stage of the operations. 

M. H. Ijutn, the Japanese consul-general 
at Tientsin, who artrived here today on the 
British steamer Pechili, and who had a 
conversation lasting 40 minutes with the 
commander of a Japanese torpedo boat de- 
stroyer, which overhauled the steamer off 
Liaoti promontory last night, says that to- 
day’s battle, which began at daybreak, is 
directed against the fortress itself. It is 
taking place along the entire line, and it 
is Japan's supreme effort, to which the re- 
cent battles were but preliminary contests. 
He added: 


SAYS CITY IS FALLING. 


“T firmly believe that you can safely say 
that Port Arthur will goon be in our hands. 
One after the other of the outer defenses 
have been taken by the Japanese and when 
the latter had completed Their preparations 
for the grand assault, Gen. Stoesse} was 
asked to surrender. He refused. Now 


comes the final test.’’ 

The Japanese protected cruiser Wacpeinn 
has just reached Tsing-Chou and landed 
Maj. Hoffman. the German military at- 
tache, who was at Port Arthur. The ma- 
jor left the fortress in a junk at the Ger- 
man Emperor's orders. 

The Japanese cruiser picked him up 30 
miles out, and, it is reported, confiscated 
his papers. Maj. Hoffman's personal bag- 
_— left in the junk.

These orders 
were issued by the taotai of Shanghai. It 
is believed in official circles that both war.- 
ships will disarm.

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Prominent len Arrested by Mob and Taken From Cripple 
Creek—Union Store Looted of $7,000 Stock and 
Its Manager Taken in Custody.

CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., Aug. 20.—Pan- 
demonium has reigned in this city since 
5 o’clock this afternoon. 

A thousand miners have paraded the 
streets, arresting whoever they disliked. 

A dozen prominent citizens were taken in 
one lot, and many of less prominence,were 
captured, 

All have been marched out of the city. 
Their destination is not known and their 
fate is only conjecture. ° 

It is rumored that even wilder times are 
happening in Victor, seven miles away. 
Details are unobtainable from there at this 
heur. 

The more prominent prisoners were held 
in custody within sixty feet of the county 
jail for an hour and then ordered to 
march, taking a westerly direction. 

Five hundred men followed them for a 
distance and then a smal! detail was left 
to escort the men to Florissant, :0 miles 
distant. When t place ts reached, more 
trouble is expect 

While this is going on the other riners 
were gathering. They star‘ed with their 
crowd of unfortunates toward Canyon City, 
having in custody seven or eight persons. 

A half hour later, when Bennett avenue. 
the principal street of the city, was lined 
with persons to listen to the usual Satur- 
day night band concert, another mob was 
formed by some unidentified person. . 

The places of business of all the men who 
have gone on the bonds of the miners un- 
der arrest charged with crimes generally 
laid at the door of the Western Federatio 
of Miners were visited. A demand vt 
made that they withdraw from the bonds. 
In every case the bondsmen quickly an- 
swered. 


MOB ATTACKS THE JAIL. 


At 7 o'clock a crowd of men tried to force 
ts way into the county jail. Deputy Under- 
wood and the jailers stood the men off 
and drew a dead line. It worked. An hour 
later the deputy came down into the city. 
He was quickly surrounded by men with 
drawn revolvers and marched down the 
street. The prisoners whereabouts are un- 
known.

OUTBREAK BOLDLY EXECUTED. 


The entire affair was conducted in the 
most daring and undisguised way. Sud- 
denly 1000 miners, dirty from their work, 
swept into town and hurried Gown the prin- 
cipal street. 

At the store, formerly owned, and sup- 
posediv still owned, by the Western Feder- 
ation of Miners, they made their first stop 

There were a few customers in the pie® 
at the time, but they fled at sight of the 
mob. AS many men as could crowded into 
the building. There was a hurried talk 
with the two clerks. Then the man in the 
lead, who is not known here. ordered every- 
body to leave the placé, and tney did. 
Later on the manager was taken into cus- 
tody, as were also the clerks. 

Aimost simultaneously a crowd of men 
took into custody Mike O'Neill, the deputy 
county clerk and recorder.

ONE KILLED I 
A STRIKE RIO 


Nine Others Are Injured in Fight Be- 
tween Union and Non- 
Union Butchers.

CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—A crowd of 1000 strike 
breakers on a special Lake Shore train 
was held up at 6:30 o'clock tonight by 
strikers and a pitched battle ensued, in 
whieh one man was killed and nine others 
were injured. Even women on board the 
train took part in the battle and pushed 
revolvers through the car windows, firing 
into the crowd around the train. 

The train was a blaze of fire from the 
révolver shots. The strikers fired in return 
and riddled the coaches with bullets. 

The train had been used for the purpose 
of conveying nonunion men to their homes. 

The strikers saw the railway men give a 
signal to the train. They interpreted it as 
a signal for an attack on them. That was 
the beginning of the row.

Davis’ Speech of Acceptance, Watson Notification and Judge 
Parker’s Position on the Philippines Among 


the Events

NEW YORK, Aug. 21—The World this 
(Sunday) morning, in an editorial review 
of the political developments of the week, 
says: | | 

The most conspicuous, if not the most 
important, political event of the week was 
the notification of ex-Senator Davis of his 
nomination for vice-president. The candi- 
date, in his speech of acceptance, heartily 
indorsed the view of Judge Parker in re- 
gard to the present monetary standard 
of value as “irrevocably established.’’ He 
noted the fact that the general prosperity 
of the country has diminished during the 
last four years; pointed out that the sur- 
plus in national revenues has been fol- 
lowed by a deficit, and that the govern- 
ment expenditures have increased from 
$5.10 per capita under Cleveland in 1897 
to $7.10 under Roosevelt. He praised Judge 
Parker as “a man of courage, yet pru- 
dent; of high ideals, yet without pre- 
tense; of the most wholesole respect for 
the constitution and the majesty of the 
laws enacted under it, and a sacred regard 
for their limitations; of the keenest sense 
of justice; positive in conviction, yet of 
few words; strong in mental and moral 
attributes, yet withal modest and reserved’ 
—in a word, the very antithesis of Roose- 
velt. 

Thomas E. Watson, the Populist can#i- 
date for President, made his speech of ac- 
ceptance before a large and demonstrative 
audience in Cooper Union on Thursday 


night. His speech was devoted chiefly to! 


an attack upon the Democratic party and 
its candidate. The Republicans were 
quite gleeful over the demonstration, which

SEEKING BODIES IN 
LOBE WRECKAG 


Arizona Railroad Town Was Located

MOCRATS TO MAKE

From $50,000 to $100,000 From 
Parker Campaign Fund to Be Uesd 
in Stirring Up Enthusiasm.

THREATENED BY “BLACK HAND 


U. S. Prosecutor Told He Will Be 
Killed for Proceeding Against 
Italians for Frauds.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—The organization 
of Italian criminals, which has come to 
Mer known as the “Black Hand Society, 
departed from its usual custom of writing 
threatening letters to those of its own 
countrymen who have prospered here, to- 
day, and addressed a letter to Assistant 
IInited States District Attorney Joel : 
Marx, threatening his life and the lives 
of all of those who have been associated 
with him in the “oh ede of the Italians 
responaible for the widespread naturaliza- 
tion frauds. 

Already Mr. Marx's activity has resulted 
in the arrest and sending away of dozens of 
Italians. There are mahy cases pending and 
detectives are at work on others. The Ital- 
jians who have been concerned in the 
frauds are in a state of panic over the 
situation, and the ItaHan detectives who 
have been engaged by the ernment 
have been repeatedly threatened. The s0- 
called “Black Hand,” however, has never 
sent a threatening letter to an American 
or a government official before, and al- 
ready efforts are being made to trace the 
pe jd sent to Mr. Marx today back to the 
writer. 


The letter was sent by special delivery 
and received by ‘Mr. Marx in his office at 
noon today. It is the work of an illiterate 
man. The letter is not signed, but at the 
bottom of the sheet is a crudely drawn 
picture of a heart with an arrow through 
it. On either side of the heart Is a cross.

All Florence, Italy, Interested in His 
Little Row With His Coun- 
tess-Landlady.

FLORDPNCE, Aug. 5.~Much interest is 
being aroused here by the lawsuit between 
Mark Twdin and the Countess Reybandl- 
Massigiia. The*countess, born Frances 
Paxton of Philadelphia, Pa., is the owner 
of the Villa d’Quarto, near Florence, which 
Mark Twain made in the autumn of 193 
his Florentine residence. 

The difference between the humorist and 
the countess originated from a slight cause. 
The countess urged Mark Twain to engage 
as general manager of his household a 
former butler of hers, who did not catch 
the fancy of the author and failed to secure 
the position. Since, the relations have 
been strained. 

During the last days of Mrs. Clemeas 
fatal filness, the drainage of the villa was 
found to be serjously impaired. The sani- 
tary authorities were called in, and the 
countess laid the reaponstbility of the 
premises upon Mark Twain or his em- 
ployes. He placed it on former tenants. 

To this must be added that, in a small 
part of the villa, reserved by the countess 


for her own use and pleasure, accommoda- 
tion was provided for a donkey of a wild 
disposition that had not long before bitten 
off an attendant’s finger, and whose rec- 
ord included other achievements of a sim- 
ar kind. Yet this brute was allowed the 
reedom of the park surrounding the villa. 
In its wanderings, it encountered Miss 
Lyon, secretary to Mark Twain, and fright- 
ened her so badly that for a long time 
she was unable to fulfill the duties of her 
osttion owns to nervous excitement.

Courts Busy Until

CHICAGO, Aug. %—If the story of 
Banker Charles W. Spalding and Louise 
Ervin Spalding were told between the 
covers of a “‘popular” novel, or made the 
theme of a melodrama, romantic persons 
might be impressed, but the materialistic 
would scoff, dismissing it as impossible. 

Spalding—banker once, and ex-convict 
now—cannot realize, himself, that it is a 
true story. 

He has been a cynical man in his time, 
a shrewd manager of big affairs, a close 
student of human nature in others, and a 
man who had little time for sentiment. 
But in the height of his prosperity, just 
before the crash that sent him to the 
penitentiary, he fell in love with his ste- 
nographer, Louise Ervin, and lavished his 
money on her. 4 

His first marriage was anything but ro- 
mantic, and the divorce that finally 
brought relief to both himself and his 
wife was not a surprise to the friends 
of either. : 

They had been uncongenial from the 
first, and they separated with mutual gat- 
isfaction. 

As president of the Globe Savings Bank 
Spalding was a man of wealth and posi- 
tion when, in 1896, the bank failed, and he 
became a fugitive from justice. It was 
then, for the first time, that the public 
learned of Louise Ervin. 

Schooled in business affairs by her em- 
ployer, the stenographer at once exhibited 
an acumen in her statements regarding 
the management of the bank that proved 
more than disconcerting to the persons 
who were trying to prove Spalding an em- 
bezzler. 

Later, when the banker was forced to 
stand trial, she engineered his defense. 
There were: three trials before the banker 
finally was convicted, and a year had 
elapsed from the time of the bank’s fail- 
ure. Throughout each trial the stenog- 
rapher sat in the courtroom beside his at- 
torneys, keenly alert to the progress of the 
case, and whispering suggestions whenever 


it seemed a point might be made in favor

Working for 


His Release. 

Her efforts to secure his acquittal having 
faifed, she began at once her scheme to 
have him released from prison. Spalding, 
with a good deal of faith in her ability to 
help him, accepted the situation with more 
composure than his friends expected of a 
man well advanced in years and facing a 
long term in the penitentiary. Then they 
were married. 

The marriage took place in the county 
jail, when the banker wae brought back to 
Chicago in one of the many attempts made 
by his faithful ally to secure his freedom. 
Spalding, it is said, was averse to having

the marriage take place while he was a 
convict, but the bride insisted. 

“Now I am going to work harder than 
ever. You shan’t serve out that sentence,” 
she told him when the ceremony was 
over. 

Spalding was taken back to Joliet, his 
first plea for liberty having been denied, 
and resumed his task of keeping books in 
the penitentiary office. His wife began 
again to make her own living as a stenog- 
rapher. Once a week, during the first few 
months of her husband’s sentence, she 
journeyed to Joliet to see him and tell him 
how her plans were progressing. Later she 
was permitted to see him only once in six 
weeks, but their correspondence compen- 
sated to some extent for the longer inter- 
vals between their meetings. Bvery day 
during almost seven years that Spalding 
was a prisoner she wrote him a letter. ' 

Her attempts to obtain her husband's 
freedom were numerous and most of her 
leisure time was spent in conference with 
lawyers. Once an appeal was taken to 
the supreme court. There were four pe- 
titions for a writ of habeas corpus, and 
numerous appeals were made to the state 
board of pardons. All were unsuccessful. 


Shows His Gratitude 
to Faithful Woman. 


Yesterday the devotion of the woman to 
her husband was rewarded when Spalding 
was released by Judge Dunne on more or 
less of a technicality. The point at issue 


was a novel one, involving the banker's 
custody of the funds of the University 
of Illinois as treasurer at the time the 
bank failed. The contention of his at- 
torney, Colin Fyffe, was that the banker 
had been convicted of “‘larceny,’’ for which 
the extreme penalty is ten years’ impris- 
onment, and not of “embezzlement as a 
public official,’’ for which 15 years ig the

“The relator is released,’’ announced 
Judge Dunne at the close of prnew ened 
State’s Attorney Barnett’s argument in | 
rebuttal. 

The crowd in the courtroom understood | 
the situation and applau as Spalding, | 
bent and gray haired and with his face 
ashen white from his life in prison, rose. 
from his chair and kissed the woman be- 
side him. | 

“I knew it would be this way. I knew | 
it would,” she repeated, caressing him, ob- | 
livious to the spectators in the court- | 
room. 

An hour later Spalding and his wife were | 
at their home, 601 Byron avenue. During | 
the afternoon many of their friends called | 
to congratulate them. Spalding caressed | 
his wife’s hand when he spoke of her. 

“T don't believe I ever could have lived | 
out my term in prison if it hadn’t been for | 
this little woman,"’ he said. “Not a day 
passed during all those long years that she 
didn't write me a letter full of encourage- 
ment and telling of her plans to get me 
my freedom. And she superintended every | 
effort made in my behalf, including this. 
last one.”’

President Delayed on Trip Home, but 
Mean Little Assanpink Creek 
Was the Cause. 


NAUGHTY STREAM OVERFLOWS 


Then Roosevelt Train Had to Switch 
to Freight Track and Run.on 
Freight Schedule. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OYSTER BAY, L. 1., Aug. 40.—President 
Roosevelt arrived at Boyster Bay from 
Washington at 9:10 o'clock tonight. He was 
scheduled to have arrived at 5 o'clock, but 
a washout at Trenton, N. J., and other de- 
lays kept the party back. 

All the little Roosevelts were in bed by 
the time he had driven through rows of 
Japanese lanterns and cheering Oyster Bay- 
ans to Sagamore Hill. Their fears had 
been allayed by a telegram from Secretary 
Loeb telling them that the President was 
late and did not expect them to meet him 
at the station. 

Oyster Bay turned out as one man. For 
the first time since it has had the honor 
of being the home of a President it threw 
all politics aside in its greeting. Last July 
when the President returned there was 
such a row among the three Republican 
leaders of the three districts as to which 
should first shake his hand that a commit- 
tee on arbitration decided none should, but 
all should bow in unison. The same broth- 
erly spirit prevailed among the politicians 
tonight. 

Assanpink Creek, heretofore. unheard-of. 
is now forever famed. It held up the 
presidential train. 

There is absolutely no reason to blame 
Loeb and it seems impossible that he will 
take the blame upon himself It was the 
fault of Assanpink Creek. This modest 


rivulet runs into the Delaware river be- 
tween the Pennsylvania Railroad’s bridge 
and the Trenton station. The Assanpink 
had risen till the tracks were flooded 
four feet six inches above the ties. 

By Godfrey, Loeb,” said one of the ir- 
reverent stenographers on the special, “‘if 
this is your fault, Loeb, you'll find out 
what the big stick is for.”

Belief Genera] in World’s Shortage of 
Breadstuffs—Situation at Home 
and Abroad.

This past week dellar wheat was estab- 
lished in all th 
ail the leading markets of this 
country, and 10c more was added to the 
price in some options and markets for a 
time at least. Speculation has taken up 
the bull side of grain and is playing it to 
& fare-you-well, making wheat the strong 
favorite. Well, there doesn't appear to be 
anything else so well calculated to bull 
as is grain, and particularly then, wheat. 
Stocks and cotton are not in it and the 
people must have something to bet on out- 
side the “ponies” and the “playin’ cyards."’ 
The buying side appeals most strongly to 
the public when it comes to the “markets,”’ 
and they certainly have gone a hot gait 
in wheat. The professionals who bucked 
them are still rubbing the gore places 
where the market hit them, and saying, 
“What's the use.”” But they are laying 
for the day when the tide will turn, and 
some of the bears are feeling for the top 
by selling a few on bulges. The advance 
from the bottom has been over 2c, and 
that covers a good deal of shortage, but if 
speculative backing continues as strong as 
it has been for some time past there is no 
telling how high the price may go.

The auraing question of the hour among 
tho speculative fraternity is the size of 
the 1944 wheat crop. It ranged all the 
way from a famine to a surplus, with 
most speculation backing the famine, It 
won't be that, though it may make the 
loaf of bread lighter or dearer for the 
consumer, the dear public paying the 
freight, as usual, but it may leave an un- 
usually small surplus to leave our coun- 
try for a foreign shore. That estimate of

An ancient record unearthed last week

than the recent lynching of negroes by a 
Georgia mob.

DUBLIN, Aug. 10.—In crossing the yarrow seas 
which separate Great Britain from Ireland, one 
feels that ono is migrating to an entirely different 
country. Although England and Ireland are un-

The industrial development of the island was 
crushed out by the commercial policy of England, 
and the industries of the country died under the 
influence of the competition of its stronger rival. 
The Irish, driven out of industry,* were forced 
into agriculture; and even here they lost ground, 
especially after the adoption of free trade, which 
removed the duties from foreign grain. In the 
competition with the great grain-producing coun- 
tries of America, Russia and India, Ireland was 
left far behind, and the failure of the potatd crop 
sixty years ago crushed the last element of hope- 
fulness out of the people. The peasants were 
ground Gown between the upper milistone of 
falling prices for their produce and the nether 
milistone of rising, or, at least, stationary rents 
for their lands, and as each year passed the con- 
dition of the population grew steadily worse. 


The result was that the Irish were squeezed 
out of Ireland. Hundreds of thousands died dur- 
in the famine in 1846, when the food for want of 
which the people were starving, was shipped out 
of the island. Those who could sought refuge in 
America, and during the last sixty years a steady 
atream of emigration has poured out of the coun- 
try. At every census the population has de- 
creased. in 181 there were almost eight ahd a 
quarter millions of inbebitants in the land. at 
the present time there are less than four and a 


The country naturally shows all the depressing 
signs of a depletion absolutely unprecedented in 
the history of the ‘world’s migrations. In these 
sixty years over 4,000,000 Irishmen have left their 
native shores--a population almost as great as 
that which now remains. The Irish who emi- 
grated were the pick of the nation It was the 
men and the women with initiative, with courage, 
with hopefulness, who left the Emerald Isle to 
seek a new home in America, or to begin life 
anew under more favorable oonditions In Eng- 
lang, Scotland or the British colonies. It was 
the young people who left and it is the 
old people who remain. As a consequence 
the birth rate in Ireland is low. The people who 
are capable of giving birth are for the most part 
out of the country, so that for every hundred 
births among a given number of Englishmen or 
Scotchmen there are only about eighty births 
among the same number of Irish. For the same 
reason, viz.: that Ireland is overburdened with 
old men and old women, the death rate is higher 
in Ireland than in Scotland or England. The 
difference between the births and deaths leaves 
but a small margin for any increase in the popu- 
lation. The marriage rate is also low, there being 
only five marriages per thousand among the' Irish 
population, while there are seven marriages per 
thousand In Scotiand. Even without emigration, 
it would be difficult for the country to keep up its 
present population. The bad conditions which 
formerly -prevailed, however, still continue to a 
considerable extent, and the emigration and the 
constarit drain on the population still go on.

If the United Kingdom 
there is an income tax which falls on all incomes 
over $760, but, although there are many individual 
rich men in Ireland, the income from this source 
from the Emerald Isle is only one-twenty-second 
part of that from the whole kingdom. In Ireland 
the raflroad traffic, both as regards freight and 
passengers, is very much less than in England or 
Scotland. The number of letters carried, the 
numbers of telegrams sent, the tonnage of ship- 
ping, the number and size of the factories, the 
amount of coal used, the quantity of imports and 
exports, are all very much less than they shouT 
be in proportion to the population. 

The taxation, which in the United Kingdom 
falle heavily on the poorer classes of the popula- 
tion, bears with extreme weight on Ireland, 
which has an undue proportion of poor people, 
and while doubtless the amount of wealth in the 
country increases, the poverty of the people, as 
compared with that of the English or the Scdtch. 
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holdings are less

Frankie Jordan began his career in the 
saddle at the Bast St. Louis track.

Frankie O'Neill graduated from an 
exercise boy, into a jockey at the Fair 
grounds. Eddie Dominick, Garner, Slaugh- 
ter and numerous other riding stars also 
first learned how to ride at the Fair 
grounds. 

Thts old track seems to be a regular kin- 
dergarten for the development of jockeys. 
D. Austin, probably the best colored jockey 
since Isaac Murphy’s day, sprung into 
prominence at the Fair Grounds last year. 
He is now the leading winning jockey here. 

This year there are a number of young- 
sters fighting for riding honors at the 
Fair Grounds. Several of them have al- 
ready attracted general attention by their 


trainers and jockeys. Dr. Holtgrewe has 
no good horses in his own barn, but Heims 
will probably get some desirable outside 
mounts now that he has shown skill in the 
saddle. 

J. Conway, who is with Jimmie Moody, 
has shown considerable skill lately, and 
seems likely to develop into a good boy. 
Rice, who is with O’Neill and Egan, is an- 
other fairly good lad. He will improve as 
he gets stronger.

WAS EXHIBITING AT THE FAIR 


St. Louis Girl Captivated by the Noted 
Swimmer Who Proposed to 
Her on Meeting. 


Jack Glenistar, famous swimmer and 
athiete, will leave St. Louis this evening 
with a bride won with a dash and daring 
worthy of thé Niagara hero he is. 

Three days after he met Miss Julia Alice 
Mitchell he had wrung from her a hesi- 
tating promise that she would marry him. 
Two days after that, which was yesterday, 
they were married. 

His achievement is the more noteworthy 
in view of the fact that there is another 
man who, it is said, expected to marry 
Miss Mitchell. Friends of the bride say 
she had even promised to be the bride of 
another. She told Glenister that she was 
engaged, according to her statements to 
her mothér, but he didn’t mind that. The

83 miles, with the tide, 
in six hours, and from Newport, R. IL, to 
Block Island, 28 miles, in 16 hours. On 
Aug. 6, 1897; he broke the one-mile sea 
swimming record at Newport, R. I., making 
the distance in 28 minutes. 

In 1896 he tried to swim the English 
Channel. He swam about forty miles and 
after being in the water 17 hours and 15 
minutes was taken out three miles from 
the French coast.

HOMAGE TO A 
MONKEY. 


Every known form of religion is expressed in the 

polyglot of language spoken there, for never before 

in the history of the world was such a universal congress 
of all nations assembled. 

The non-Christian peoples there do not bow down alone 

to graven images, but they worship animals and the sun, 

the winds and waters, and do homage to crude ideals in 


S TRANGE gods are worshiped at the World’s Fair. 


various forms. 

From the Mohammedan’s prayer at sunrise till the Bud- 
dhist’s devotional at night one continuous round of suppli- 
cation is wafted spiritward from the babel of countless 
tongues within the Exposition walls. 

Never before were so many forms of faith practiced 
within so small a space. Every type of religious cult on 
the globe is represented here. The hairy Ainu strokes his 
holy beard, the red man of the West chants a weird sup- 
plication to the sun, the eagle or the corn; the Moro counts 
‘anew. the heads that be has taken in the hunt with fervid 
zealand the Cocopa dances wildly, meanwhile glaring at 
the’sun, all in earnest devotion to what each believes to 


be the true deity. 

The spiritual vision is broadened by a study of these 
‘many faiths, and the thoughtful World’s Fair visitor may 
well give consideration to the old saying: “What’s my 


religion is your superstition.” 

For if the Christian looks askance upon the worshiper 
of these strange gods, the worshiper in turn regards the 
Christian faith as frivolous compared with his, and de- 
clares that his new-made friends of Christendom are too 
lightly impressed with the general sacredness of things. 

No people on earth are more devotional than the primi- 
tive tribes, and the all-important theme of religion has 
been especially brought to the attention of civilization by 
the work of the department of anthropology, which assem- 
bled the aborigines of many lands at the World’s Fair. 

Nearly all the non-Christians at the Fair are pantheists. 
They worship a multiplicity of deities. They have many 
gods. They are habitual observers of the proprieties with 
relation to some great spirit. Into every department of 
their daily life some form of worship enters. If they eat 
a meal, or slay a beast, or take a human head, there is a 
religious ceremony accompanying the deed. They are almost 
constantly & that devotional state of mind which in their 
own eyes is working toward their salvation, yet which, in 
the eyes of others, is rank superstition. 

The white man smokes for pastime, hence he cannot ap- 
pear devout in the eyes of the primitive people at the Fair, 
who smoke as a devotional exercise. The average Chris- 
tian goes on a journey with little thought of its hazard or 
responsibilities, while the pagan or the Buddhist prays in 
preparation. The millionaire is lauded to the skies when 
he gives $5000 to a church. The primitive non-Christian 
represented at the Fair is overtaken by religious fervor 
and gives his entire fortune in honor of his particular deity, 
yet expects no reward except peace within himself. 

Practically all non-Christians at the World’s Fair are 
sootheists, as well as pantheists. Their gods are animals, 
beasts abounding in the regions where they live. The In- 
dian, too, does homage to the corn, regarding it, however, 
as possessed of animal sensitiveness, and ofttimes in his 

of the sun regards it as merely the mask of some

of the mythical belief of a primitive age. 


the direct worship of the animal is the adoration of 
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bad and must be propitiated with incantation 

and sacrifice. Strangely enough, this particular 

idea is found to prevail among the pygmies from 

hottest Africa an among the Eskimos from 

the frozen North. Under like circumstances or 

stages of spiritual development the religion of people is seen to be the same, no 
matter in what quarter of the earth they may live. Thus the lowest type of god or 
deity is the evil spirit, the next the living animal deity, the next the idealized crea- 
ture, next the idol form of symbol, and lastly the spiritual ideal itself. 

Basest fear and superstition impel the savage pygmy from Central Africa to 
attend to his crude devotions, and that he has advanced a step from a former stage 
is evidenced by the presence of cages of monkeys and parrots which he brought from 
the Congo country to do homage to the Fair. 

Advanced in arts beyond the stage of the animal-carving totem pole Indian of the 
far Northwest, the Arctic Eskimo at the Fair, strangely enough, is more backward 
in his religious advancement, and still fears his supreme bad deity. To propitiate 
these evil spirits the Eskimo angekok or medicine man is wont to disturb the quiet 
of the Pike by leaping from his bed at night to shriek and dance strenuously that 
his people may know peace in slumber and immunity from evil molestation. 

The Bagobas, who come to the Fair from southern Mindanao, are nature-worship- 
ers, their chief god being the volcano Apo. 

The Alaskan Indian’s totem pole bears evidence that for generations his race 
has honored the animal god, chiefly the raven and the bear. It is one of the most 
striking deific concepts illustrated at the Fair. These sacred animals are so many 
that collective ceremonies are held for them, and at one of these “potlatches” a devout 
Indian frequently throws himself upon the ground and gives away all his property, 
giving not alone a tenth, but impoverishing himself in honor of his particular god. 

The American Indian tribes represented at the Fair do reverence to animals, 
believing themselves to be closely allied to or descended from them. The sun dance 
is the most persistent ceremony yet found among them. It is still practiced by the 
Sioux, Pawnees, Cheyennes, Arapahoes, and by the Kiowas, who pray to 0-Kon-Kea, 
their grandfather, to make them strong and to blind their enemies. 

The older Indians now assembled at the Fair did honor in their youth to the 
bear and the wolf, and to the coyote, raccoon, deer and eagle, praying for an eagle 
to be created as their god, then watching and believing that their prayer had been 
answered when at last the bird was seen flying in the distance. These same old-fash- 
ioned Indians lecture the corn if it is slow in growing in their fields at the Fair, 
putting it to shame by scolding, or by planting honey with the grains to impress the 
maize with the fact that it should be sweeter than the seed. Variously colored grains 
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are planted in a hill, and if the ear be varicolored it —_ 


is selected by the red man as a god. : 

The Patagonian Indian giant from far South America 
and the Cocopa from Mexico are a common people in 
their worship of the sun. The Cocopa @atices with his 
eyes on the sun till fairly blinded, and the Patagonian 
kills his sacred horse and eats it with the solemn cere- 
mony that characterizes the partaking of the Christian 
sacrament. 

Even the taking of human trophies by the savage 
head-hunters from the Philippines is considered by 
themselves as a religious ceremony. It is the head- 
hunter’s devout aim in life to obtain a high place in 
the several future worlds to which he believes that he 

will go. Only noble acts will entitle him to this reward, and the 
taking of human heads he conceives to be like the taking of scalps 
is regarded by the American Indian, one of the noblest things to 
do. Each head) he is convinced, entitles him to a higher place in 
the other worlds, and he pursues his religious exercises with zealous 
abandon, realizing that if his own life should be lost in the noble 
work, all the better for him. 

The head-hunter, however, may be regarded as a backslider from 
an Igorrete religious standpoint since his arriva] at the Fair. There's 
nothing doing in the head-hunting line here. 

Perhaps most quaint of all World’s Fair religions is that of the 
hairy Ainu from the isles of North Japan. As the Mussulman 
swore by the beard of the prophet, so the Ainu prays by his. The 
beard is sacred with him, hence he gains his title of “hairy,” 
the beard is stroked and pulled in his supplication to his god, be 
it anima] or idealized power. He kneels and bows and his body 
rises and falls systematically as he first lifts, then lowers his eyes 
in prayer, yet so essential is the manipulation of the beard that 
the Ainu woman wears a tattooed symbolic beard about the mouth, 
which she strokes and caresses in devotion. The Ainu honors the 
bear as his principal deity, but also combines with the veneration 
of that animal the adoration of the idealized power of the wind 
and water, the earth and the sun, or light. As a symbol of con- 


tinuous devotion he whittles out a prayer stick, and @ fence of these 
queer symbols protects the sacred east end of the Ainu rush house 
at the Fair. 

Down on the Pike the catalogue of strange religions runs riot 
among the advanced foreigners, from the paganism of the heathen 
Chinee to the Christian Japanese. Among the Japs are found pa- 
ganism, Buddhism, Shintoism and Christianity, and among the Chi- 
nese paganism, Confucianism and Buddhism. Among the South — 
Asiatics are to be found Mohammedanism, Buddhiam, Brahminism, 
the Dervish, who worships by whirling ‘on his toes till his head 
swims, the fakir and the devil worshiper. 

Here is to be found the worshiper who stands erect in devotion, or 
who bows down, or kneels, or prostrates himself on all fours, or 


who appeals to his particular deity by silently gesticulating we i 


the arms or by ildly dancing. 
Here is the very low caste Hindeo whe bows Gown te 6 giiel | 
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§ ed that Mr. Cortelyou is handsome—quite handsome. 
and distinguished-looking. When 1 first met him, between

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THAT Mr. Cortelyou had an imperfection or two! 
He hasn't a single one, you know, and that makes 
him a very difficult subject ot handle.

Yes, he talked to me, and was the soul of suavity and 
kindness, and took the trouble to send me some further 
particulars by mail. and in many ways laid me under the 
deepest debt of gratitude and esteem. and vet—and yet— 

© that he had an imperfection or two, to make my work 
easier. 

But, alas! he is unblemished. He is the most blameless, 
the most exemplary, the most irreproachable of morfals. 
armed cap-a-pie with gentle perfection, the pink of pro- 
priety, the soul of respectability, the mirror of decorum, 
the ornament of public life, the flower of Rooseveltian 
politics. 

Tt is beantiful to be a paragon, but it makes dull work 
for biographers and critics and interviewers. In this vale 
of tears it is the inequalities that hold the interest. ani 
one of Speaker Cannon’s swear words makes the whole 
world kin. Mr. Cortelyou lacks inequality. His perfection 
is like that of a highly polished mahogany table. 

. In his outward favor he is something of an exotic. One 
docen’t look for such a type in Washington, except at the 
foreign legations. Mr. Cortelyou’s personal perfection 
amacks of Europe. In his appearance there is a touch of 
Spain, bit hie manners are those of a high-caste English- 
man. At the firat contact the most prominent thing about 
him is that he is a gentleman—using that dangerous and 
much-disputed word in its restricted, its English, its draw- 


ing rooin sense, which also carries with it the simplicity 


and utter unconsciousness of the genuine article. 
Pursuing the primrose path of perfection, let it be record-

If Mr. Cortelyou were warm and poetical like Speaker 
Cannon, or icy and suspicious like Senator Fairbanks, the 
humble interviewer wouldn’t dream of being dissatisfied. 
It is because he is neither one thing nor the other that he 
is difficult to write about—because he is nice and normal— 
because he is kind, courtly, conscientious, serious and not 
veyed with an imagination. 

His rise in eight years from a stenographer’s desk in the 
postoffice to the chairmanship of the Republican national] 
committee—-for which he resigned a cabinet portfolio—is 
one of those things that stagger the official mind. ('on- 
templating that comet-like career veterans of the civil 
service pinch themselves to make sure they are not dréam- 
ing. Yet he is believed not to have an enemy. 

He made his way without influence and without experi- 
ence, The gift of perfection was better than either. As 
stenographer he was perfect, as secretary he was perfect. 
While engaged at the Whitee House he made a friend of 
every public man in Washington. It was a question of 
urbanity, tact, modesty, anxiety to please and a splendid 


head for detail. 

Ah, that head for detail! It is far more serviceable in 
Washington than inspiration or any manner of brilliancy. 
Mr. Roosevelt in particular looks coldly upon inspiration 
and brilliancy, deeming them irrelevant and superfluous 
in his presence. But a head for detail accompanied by 
distinguished looks and manners struck him as an ideal 
combination, so he took the urbane secretary and ex-stenog- 
rapher in hand, converted him to Republicanism and gave 

_ a cabinet portgolio. 

All Washington applauded. Mr. Cortelyou’s dignity as 
secretary of commerce and labor sat easily upon him. and 
he continued to make friends. Clearly destiny had formed 
him for high places. 

Destiny and Mr. Roosevelt chuckled and waited. . They 
had not done with Mr. Cortelyou. 


Senator Hanna died. President Roosevelt’s powerful fist 
closed upon the throttle of the Republican machine, and he 
looked about him for a man—well, a man of distinguished 
personality’ and plameless life, not associated with polltics 

or politicians, a handsome and urbane figurehead with a 
wide acquaintance and a capacity for making friends, one 
personally devoted to Mr. Roosevelt and not afraid of 
hard work—above all, one with tact, modesty, the gift of 
solf-effacement and a head for detail.

I hastened to thank him and was grateful—though it 
perplexed me a little—for the distinction he drew between 
answering questions and giving an interview. On the spur 
of the moment I asked him whether a secretary to a prer- 
ident of the United States had a good opportunity of be- 
coming familiar with public affairs. 

“O, a great opportunity,” he replied. “President’s sec- 
retary is ina position that necessarily makes him familiar 
with the workings of every branch of the government 
Every official matter that comes before the President 
passes throv;: his hands. The busivess of the various es- 
ecutive departments comes within his daily experience. He 
obtains an insight into foreign affairs, and the management 
of the treasury, the postoffice, the army and navy, the de 
partment of justice and so on. And then there are the 
relations between the executive and the two branches of 
Congress, involving a constant interchange of business, so 
that the President’s secretary cannot fail to learn a great 
deal about the functions and methods of the national levi+- 
lature, and he naturally keeps himself informed of the 
decisions of the supreme court. In fact, there is no other 
subordinate position which couli give a man such a com- 
prehensive insight into public affairs.”

UT in the wonderful Grand Canyon of the Col- 
orado river, where nature assumes none but giant 
and beautiful forms, they have just discovered the 

eighth wonder of the world—a natural bridge, so colossal, 
so beautiful, so unexpected that down in this. wonder- 
land of America one hears everywhere talk of the “big 
bridge.” 

It is twice as high as the famous natural bridge of Vir 
ginia and its span is three times as long. 

It is four times as high as the big Eads bridge across 
the Mississippi river at St. Louis. 

There is not in St. Louis a building that would not 
sit in the arch of this giant span without falling 150 feet 
short of the keystone of its arch. 

The Chemical building, set squarely upon the Missouri 
Trust building, would lack ten feet of reaching tv the 
surface of the bridge. 

The Ferris Wheel could revolve in the great Utah arch 
and yet fall far short of its height. 
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The celebrated four paralle! tracks of the New York 
Central and Hudson River railroad could cross the can 
yon upon this bridge, for it is forty feet wide at the top 
and it is strong enough to support any weight that could 
be placed upon it, being 60 feet thick at the top of its 
arch. 

This wonderful creation of Nature is in San Juan 
County, in the southeast of Utah. It crosses the White 
Canyon, one of the thousands of lateral canyons tributary 
to the Grand Canyon of the Colorado. 
It is in a place where the ruggedness of the country is 
such that it might have stood there another hundred years 
without being seen by the eyes of a white man, in the 
country where canyons are a mile deep; where they will 
be making wonderful discoveries for years and years to 
come, for the Grand Canyon country is so forbidding, so 
inhospitable, that traveling in it is a risk that not even 
the daring prospector cares to take. 
‘Among the Ute Indians and others of the mountain 
tribes around them, it is possible that the big Utah bridge 
has been known for perhaps hundreds of years. 
But Utes are like dead men: 
They tell no tales. 
They knew about the Cliff Palace, the most remarkable 
and most beautiful of all the cliff-dwelling ruins; but they 
told no palefaces. What the Ute knows he keeps to him- 
self. Not even Darius Green, who 
“Kept his secret from all the rest, 
Safely buttoned within his vest,” 
was quite so close-mouthed as the Ute. If he were not a 
stoic he might be put on the rack and be made to tell of 
many natural wonders undiscovered in his wonderful coun- 
try; but he wouldn’t tell. It’s his nature to keep mnm. 
So the great bridge in the White Canyon has just been 
found, together with two other bridges scarcely less won- 
dertul. The announcement of the discovery, with pictures 
and facts for which the Sunday Post-Dispatch is in- 
debted for this story, is published in the August number 
of the Century Magazine, and the Century's “scoop” has 
excited more comment among lovers of natural wonders 
than has been heard in the United States since the Hayden 
discovered in the early 70s those geysers, can- 
yons and falls which have now been set apart by the gov-

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all over the Rocky Mountains, has led many a prospector 
iute remote places where but one other class of men would 
be likely to penetrate—cattlemen hunting stray cattle. 

It was a cattleman who, in 1888, while chasing strayed 
stock, found the Cliff Palace down in the rugged cliffs 
of the Mesa Verde, in southwestern Colorado. 

And 80, too, was it a cattleman who discovered the great 
natural bridges of Utah. 

W. W. Dyar, writing the first story of the diseovery in 
the Century, says the discoverer of the bridges is a cat- 
tleman named Emery Knowles. 

Knowles reported his discovery to another cattleman 
named Scorup and Scorup, together with Tom Hall and 
Jim Jones, cowboys, rode into White Canyon and found 
the bridges, just as Knowles said they would find them. 

Scorup reported the discovery to Horace J. Long, a pros- 
pector. The story fascinated Long. He wanted to see 
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age to go on. They carried on packhorses the food neces- 
sury to sustain them, for there was no food in the can- 
yons and on the sterile plateaus. They saw the long- 
deserted houses of the cliff dwellers in the cliffs overhead. 
Kainbow cliffs flashed their kaleidoscopic colors out of 
innumerable gorges in which there was no living thing. 

Finally they turned in White Canyon, one of the inter- 
secting canyons which runs down like a tribuary stream 
to join the Grand Canyon of the Colorado. 

“We're close to them now,” Scorup said to Long.

F WHE biggest restaurant in the world is out at the 
} World’s Fair. It excites international interest for 


this reason, and its details are being curiously 
studied. : 

Over 20,000 persons have been fed in the Tyrolean 
Alps restaurant in one day, and it is stated that 30,000 
can be accommodated if necessary. A total of 7500 per- 
sons can be served at one time, and 500 waiters are em- 
ployed. The plaza seats 4000, the grand dining hall, 1700 
and four special banquet halls seat 1800 more. It is in- 
tended td increase this capacity by the addition of extra 
lables in the plaza. 

Naturally enough, this biggest restaurant in the world 
has also of necessity brought into being the biggest kitchen 
in the world. It is a model kitchen, large and roomy and 
well-lighted. It is scrubbed three times each day and is 
as clean as a parlor. Its walls and posts and ceiling are 
white, and the floor is covered with a sprinkling of saw- 
dust. It is cooled with numerous electric fans and is 
lighted and ventilated with 15 great windows, besides 
triple rows of skylights. This kitchen is 84 feet wide by 
175 feet Jong. Fifty cooks and a total of 110 persons are 
employed in its service. 

The ground plan presents a studied and economical ar- 
rangement of. tne working force and equipment. In the 
northwest corner is . immense pastry oven where four 
eooks are busy turing out cakes, pies, etc., all day long. 
Stretching alony the north wall is a line of ranges 75 
fect long and including 18 separate fires. To the left 
are seven charcoul broilers and one gas broiler. Next come 
eight fry cooks, working over hard coal fires, next six 
sauce cooks, and ai the east end of the line are eight 
cooks of entrees and soups. Extending the full length par- 
allel with the cooking ranges is a service table upon 
which the meats are delivered by the cooks. Farther to- 
ward the center of the room is a long and broad carving 
table where the meats are kept warm and prepared for the 
waiters. Three carvers officiate here. 

In the northeast corner of the room seven vegetable 
sooks work at great boiling caldrons which stretch along 
the north and east walls. Near by are the tables where 
the veietable preparers work in anticipation of the cooking 
stripping, paring and cleaning, and here, too, is the only 
} mechanical potato peeler of its kind in use in the United 

States, a revolving machine equipped with wire brushes

season. Along the west wall are four large refrigerators 
filled with cold meats and pastry ready for the serving. 
Next are seven iceboxes which-contain poultry, game, 
fish, frogs, crabs, shrimps, etc., ready for the cook. 

Along the south wall, through which two broad doors 
open to the spacious main dining hall, are, in order, the 
silver closet, the condiment shelves, a bread and a butter 
booth, employing two men each, the coffee urns, where 
four men preside, the iced-tea reservoirs, the milk and 
cream, two large oyster boxes and five cold boxes filled 
with salads and fruits ready for the table. Each article 
of food or drink is in charge of special servers, who supply 
the waiters and take their checks. 

Every waiter taking an order repeats it to the proper 
departments in the kitchen. When the order is ready to 
be served he collects its various dishes and reports to a 
man stationed at a kitchen exit, who checks every item, 
with price attached, thus “keeping books” on the waiters, 
charging them with every order taken from the kitchen.

To determine the effect of this poisoned paste on these

tained surpassed all expectations the part of the 
Simple farmer. Rats mice dead in almost 
alarming quantities and became quite as much of a 
pest when dead and putrefying as when they had been 
alive, but happily, in another sense of the word. Dr. 
Roux estimates that he destroyed no less than 96 per 
cent of the rudents by these experiments. As many as 
15 to 20 ruis were sometimes found in one hole. 

Not satisfied with this ocular demonstration of the 
success of his paste, Dr. Roux proceeded to a field of an 
area of about two and one-half acres and surrounded 
by vines. Here he had the number of rat holes counted, 
this number being fixed at 12,484. which were carefully 
closed. Two days later the holes were again visited, 
end it Was found that 134 holes had been reoponed by 
the rats. The poisoned paste was again brought into 
requisition. Eight days afterward the field was again 
visited and the holes which had been epened counted, 
the precoss veing again repeated two days later. The 
holes that had been opened by them were found to 
be 47. 

Tho ministe? of agriculture, on béing satistied with 
the results thus obtained by Dr. Roux and acting on 
the advice of the eminent scientist, proposes to intro- 
duce Into the Chamber of Deputies a bill for the pur- 
pose of compelling farmers in fat-infested districta to 
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and a sausage mill and smokehouse. Five carloads of dishes

Down here in this dark, frigid basement nine makes of 
beer are kept on tap, connected by pipe line and gas 
pressure with the bar above, and there are 20 brands of 
liquor. Four hundred kegs and 1500 cases of beer repre- 
sent the stock on hand, besides 1000 cases and perhaps a 
half dozen barrels of wines and cases of whisky by the 
score. Forty bartenders are entploved. 

Outside this rathskellar two machines with several op- 
erators are at work, one crushing ice by the barrelful and 
the other sawing the cakes up into little cubes calculated 
to tit nicely into the glass of the Scotch highball and kin- 
dred drinks, 

The brewers of St. Louis are to be credited with this 
establishment of the bigyest restaurant and kitchen in 
the world as a World's Fair feature. They had already 
contributed largely to the Exposition fund, and, when it 
was suggested that they do something distinctive in the 
way of creating a World’s Fair feature, the Tyrolean Alps 


became the ultimate result of their effort in this line. This 


attraction was established at a total cost of about $800, 
000, local brewers contributing the capital necessary to 
such an investment. They expected to realize enough to 
bring them out without loss, but it is now reasonably cer- 
tain that this expectation will not be realized. They have, 
however, won the distinction of installing and maintaining 
the world’s biggest restaurant and kitchen and have extab- 
lished a new standard for future international expositions,

This structure, in peace times the city jail, is about 
thirty by sixty feet in size It is built of rough stone 
blocks, with rows of small windows on each side up near 
the eaves of a sloping roof. The place is uninviting in 
side, where in the meager light admitted by the «teeh 
atticed windows the faces of the dark-colored rocks 
look black and forebidding. Im one corner is a steel cage 
ten feet square. Otherwise the bullpen is one large room, 
furnished by a few chairs and a table. Near the only door

‘cold was bitter during the first month of imprisonment, 


but later the air, although impure and ill-smelling, was 
warm enough fer comfort.

RASS grows on the St. Louis levee this summer, and 
‘an old riverman’s prophecy is fulfilled. 

The days that Mark Twain made epic are but a 
hallowed miemory. The industry that built up the old 
Mississippi river towns and made them strong and great 
has been declining now for 20 vears. 

The commercial scene, with its accompaniments of noise 
and sport and-crime, has shifted to the railroad yards, and 
the river frout, from Cherry down to Walnut street, 
‘no Jonger affords the thrills of danger and delight it did 
in classic days gone by. 

Pioneer rivermen foresaw the inevitable change before 
the Eads bridge was built, and when in the seventies a 
mighty impetus was given to railroad building throughout 
the land, the growth of St. Louis as a railway 
metropolis of the West has gone steadily forward, till to- 
day, the riverman's prophecy stands fulfilled. 
 dond with the fulfillment, with the triumph of the rail- 
road and the passing of the historic steamboat, has gune 
the old-fashioned roustabout and the melodious river song 
which together made the levee famous. 

“They's all gone south and nevah come back,” sadly 
philosophized a lone darky, resting on an anchor chain 
vist week, “They’s gone to the pawpaw patch. Yessah, 
that means they’s dead, for when a niggah goes south and 
nevah comes back to old St. Louis, he’s certainly de. 
ceased,” 

A few scattering young negro bucks loiter about, as 
one of them says, “arguing the p’ints jest to pass the time 
away,” beneath the elevated tracks below Eads bridge. 
where thousands used to swarm along the way like ants 
bearing their burdens to and from the decks of great 
side-wheelers. The wages then were small, new-freed 
alaves clamoring for work at #25 a month and keep. Now- 
adays in wheat season, St. Louis boatmen musi pay as 
high as $60 to $125 per month, eo unpopular has the

No more the old melody is heard at eventide: 
3s “I been workin’ on the levee 
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evenin’ now an’ then. Why, they hain’t nothin’ fer ’em 
to do now; they hain’t no freight. Why, 20 year ago, | 
heard it said the grass would grow right on this heah 
levee, and now ain’t it the truf? Why, the boats used to 
be clost together all the way down heah from the bridge 
to old Almond street that you could jump from one to 
another. They used to come in heah from up on the 
Missouri river bringin’ tobacco an’ hemp an’ wheat, and 
it took ’em a hour to get in, they was so many boats, an’ 
while they was landin’ the niggahs would gether on the 
fo-cas’le and sing: 


“Row, Mollie; row, gal; 

Mollie was a good gal an’ a bad gal, too; 
Row, Mollie; row, gal. 

Mollie cut the pigeon wing, behind an’ befv.’ 
Ro-o-0-0-w Mollie; r-o-o-w, gal.’ 


“That was their fav’rite landin’ song, and when they 
was out on tht river between landin’s an’ wasn’t dead 
tired sleepin’ they was maybe playin’ seven-up or poker or 
rumps or chuck-a-luck with the dice. Shootin’ craps! 
Say, now, white man, they wasn’t no such frivolous thing 
as shootin’ craps in the good ol’ days. They worked ’em 
mighty hahd in them ol’ days, but they was always good 
times heah on the levee when the boats come in. These 
ol’ empty buildin’s along the levee was all fine stores then, 
of fust-class dramshops, an’ the niggah had to go back on 
some other street to have their fun then. 

“We sho’ had our fun all right. Then when the boat 
was backin’ off and a-leavin’ for downriver after lum- 
ber an’ cotton, the ‘roosters,’ as they was called, all geth-
